As  we  watch  the  price  of  silver  come  down  from  the  stratosphere,  I’ve 
been  doing  some  soul  searching  about  how  to  add  to  my  silver  bar/ 
round  collection.  You  don’t  know  how  much  further  it  is  going  to  fall, 
or  it  suddenly,  the  descent  of  silver  hits  the  brakes,  and  we  watch  it 
start  going  back  up  again.  I  just  checked  silver  on  kitco.com  and  it  was 
S49.99  at  4:55pm  on  the  10th  of  January,  2012.  That’s  not  a  bad  price 
by  any  means,  but  a  lot  less  than  the  $49+  it  hit  last  April.  Anyway, 
getting  back  to  the  topic. 

At  the  Michigan  State  Numismatic  Society’s  Thanksgiving 
show,  I  was  seated  at  the  table  of  Bob  Williams,  a  good  friend,  men¬ 
tor,  and  a  well-known  tokens  and  medals  dealer.  I’m  mostly  a  tokens 
and  medals  guy  now,  and  even  that  is  tapering  off  as  I’m  getting  older. 
Tokens  and  medals  are  not  everyone’s  cup  of  tea,  and  I  don’t  want 
to  leave  a  bunch  of  items  that  my  wife  would  have  no  idea  of  how  to 
dispose  of,  so  I've  been  trying  to  sell  off  as  much  as  I  can  bear  to  part 
with.  It’s  tough  getting  rid  of  things  that  at  one  time  in  your  life  you 
just  couldn’t  live  without.  After  auctioning  off  my  So-Called  Dollars 
and  German  coin  patterns  last  year,  it  is  starting  to  get  a  bit  easier,  but 
as  usual  I  digress. 

I  still  have  a  passion  for  silver.  And  as  Tim  Allen  would  say, 
“The  bigger,  the  better!”  At  the  show,  the  dealer’s  two  tables  next  to 
Bob’s  were  covered  and  were  even  spilling  over  onto  Bob’s  table  with 
his  permission.  After  awhile  of  answering  or  deferring  questions 
about  what  Honor  Coins  and  Stamps  from  Traverse  City,  MI  had  for 
sale  and  how  much  for  the  item,  I  introduced  myself  to  Steve,  the  own¬ 
er,  and  asked  for  the  pertinent  information  regarding  the  items  that 
had  spilled  over  onto  Bob’s  table.  Then  I  started  trying  to  sell  what 
Steve  had.  There  were  three  large  pieces  of  silver  that  caught  my  eye, 
and  I  thought  if  I  just  had  the  money  now,  I’d  buy  one  of  those  three  or 
all  of  them  in  a  heart  beat. 

The  MSNS  show  is  a  Friday-Sunday  show,  so  for  three  days 
1  looked  at  these  pieces.  When  I  would  sell  one,  Steve  had  another 
monster  piece  of  silver  to  replace  it  with.  One  of  the  pieces  was  a  1999 
Perth  Mint  ‘Kookaburra’  in  proof  condition  that  weighed  in  at  a  kilo 
of  .999  silver.  It  was  the  first  issue  in  what  was  supposed  to  be  a  set  of 
pieces  that  would  highlight  the  U.S.  50  state  quarter  'Honor  Mark’  set. 
On  the  reverse  side  of  the  piece  were  the  five  quarters  that  had  been  is¬ 
sued  in  1999  by  the  U.S.  To  me,  it  was  GORGEOUS!  I’ve  always  been 
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a  suck  for  the  BIG  pieces  of  .999AR,  and  this  one  with  the  kookaburra 
really  intrigued  me.  I  was  there  trying  to  sell  tokens  and  medals,  but 
the  call  of  the  kookaburra  just  kept  calling  me.  Besides  our  LA.SAC 
listed  bars  and  rounds.  I’ve  been  bullish  on  silver  a  long  time  and  had 
amassed  a  bunch  of  common  rounds.  Finally,  I  asked  Steve  if  I  could 
swap  silver  for  silver.  Because  the  Kookaburra  kilo  is  a  coin,  legal  ten¬ 
der,  Australian,  proof,  a  one  year  only  issue  because  of  lack  of  sales  and 
interest  in  Australia  and  the  U.S.,  and  the  U.S.  Quarter  connection, 
and  probably  the  most  important  part,  I  had  been  pitching  his  stuff  all 
weekend,  he  did  agree  to  a  swap.  (Sorry  for  the  run-on  sentence!)  I 
had  to  give  up  more  of  my  generic  silver  1  oz.  rounds,  but,  and  that’s  a 
BIG  BUT,  I  had  something  I  really  enjoy.  I’m  sure  a  lot  of  have  al¬ 
ready  tried  and  succeeded  in  swapping  unwanted  silver  bars/ rounds 
for  pieces  you  wanted  to  add  to  your  collection.  However,  if  some  of 
you  have  not  tried  it,  it’s  a  possible  solution  to  getting  what  you  want 
at  a  reasonable  exchange.  Some  of  your  favorite  dealers  might  swap 
you  even  up  or  a  $  over  spot  per  ounce.  You’re  getting  something  you 
want,  and  if  you’re  willing  to  barter  enough,  it  won’t  be  too  much  of  a 
loss  of  ounces  of  silver  from  your  collection  for  the  pieces  you  receive. 
Just  a  thought,  if  you  haven’t  tried  it  yet,  it  might  be  the  way  to  go  for 
your  collecting. 

Until  next  time,  keep  an  eye  for  those  silver  pieces  you  want!

Another  variety  wall  be  made  in  solid 
copper  and  enameled,  however  this  will  not  be  serial  numbered.  Doty  has  a  new 
custom  standard  reverse  for  his  bars,  but  artwork  is  not  yet  available.  For  more 
information,  please  contact  him  at  william.doty@cox.net  or  call  602-615-1363. 

The  Royal  Hawaiian  Mint  has  been  authorized  by  the  Pearl  Harbor  Survivors 
Association  to  issue  medals  to  commemorate  the  70thAnniversarv  of  the  attack 
on  Pearl  Harbor.  The  obverse  portrays  a  scene  of  the  battle  from  the  deck  of  the 
USS  Nevada,  with  the  stricken  USS  Arizona  in  the  background.  The  reverse 
features  the  Arizona  Memorial  in  the  center  with  the  U.S.  flag,  surrounded  by  an 
outline  of  the  island  of  Oahu.  The  words:  Remember  Pearl  Harbor  are  around 
the  edge  of  the  round.  There  are  three  versions  ot  the  medal  available  in  bronze 
and  silver.  They  are  also  available  as  sets.  Prices  range  from  $24  to  $99.  Call

ISRAEL  SILVER  ANNIVERSARY  ART  BARS

This  article  is  based  on  one  by  the  same  author  that  appeared  in  the  December, 
2009  edition  of  The  Maryland  Numismatist. 

Part  One:  Introduction 

The  Ten  Commandments  (  X'727  TTCil  Asara  Dabraya,  literally  “ten  words”) 
have  been  a  popular  theme  in  art  and  numismatics  for  over  a  century.  Usually 
they  are  represented  by  the  words  themselves  (often  in  translation),  or  just  the 
first  two  words  of  each  commandment,  or  just  the  first  word  or  letter.  An  unusu¬ 
al  sculpture  and  set  of  medals  interprets  the  commandments  visually.  These  were 
designed  by  Chaim  Gross,  funded  by  Joseph  Myerhoff,  and  the  original  sculpture 
can  still  be  seen  today  at  Kennedy  Airport  in  New  York. 

The  Artist 

Chaim  Gross  was  born  on  March  17,  1904  in  Wolowa, 
Galicia,  now  in  southwest  Poland.  His  family  were 
Hasidic  Jews.  During  World  War  One,  Chaim  was 
pressed  into  service  with  the  Austrian  Army.  He 
escaped  in  1916  and  made  his  way  to  Budapest  where 
he  apprenticed  with  a  jeweler  and  studied  at  an  art 
academy.  After  the  1920  Hungarian  revolution,  Chaim 
was  deported  and  he  eventually  made  his  way  to  New 
York  City  to  join  his  older  brother.  New  York  was  a 
great  city  for  a  budding  artist.  Chaim  studied  water 
color  and  clay  and  wood  sculpting  at  the  Beaux-Arts 
Institute  of  Design  from  1922-26.  He  held  his  first 
exhibition  in  1932.  In  the  1950s,  alter  visiting  Israel, 
Chaim  produced  a  number  of  religious  sculptures,  including  plaques  represent¬ 
ing  the  Ten  Commandments  for  the  International  Synagogue  at  Kennedy  Airport 
in  Queens.  He  won  many  awards  for  his  work  and  the  Smithsonian  exhibited  his 
art  in  1974.  Chaim  Gross  died  on  May  5,  1991. 

The  Philanthropist 

Joseph  Meyerhoff  was  born  in  Pereshepvne,  now  in 
eastern  Ukraine  on  April  8,  1899.  His  family  came  to 
Baltimore  when  he  was  seven  years  old.  He  earned  a 
law  degree  at  the  University  of  Maryland,  started  work¬ 
ing  in  law  but  soon  moved  into  real  estate  where  he 
made  his  fortune.  Meyerhoff  was  an  active  donor  all 
his  life.  He  was  also  president  of  the  Baltimore  Sym¬ 
phony  Orchestra  from  1965-83,  endowed  the  Peabody 
Institute  as  well  as  the  Baltimore  Museum  of  Art,  and 
helped  finance  the  United  States  Holocaust  Memorial 
Museum  in  Washington,  DC.  Joseph  Meyerhoff  died  on  February  2,  1985,  but 
his  Meyerhoff  Family  Charitable  Funds  continues  to  give  in  his  name  to  educa¬ 
tional  institutions  and  the  arts.  Among  the  many  projects  that  the  foundation 
has  funded  is  a  sculpture  by  Chaim  Gross  of  the  Ten  Commandments  at  JFK 
Airport,  which  also  was  issued  as  a  set  of  medals.

The  Airport 

New  York’s  Idlewild  Airport  was  one  of  the  busiest  in  the  world.  The  Catholic 
Diocese  of  Brooklyn  opened  up  a  chapel  there  in  the  late  1950s  called  Our  Lady 
ol  the  Skies.  The  chapel  was  demolished  in  1965  when  the  airport  expanded, 
but  it  was  replaced  the  next  year  with  the  Tri- Faith  Chapel  Plaza,  alongside  a 
Protestant  chapel  and  a  synagogue.  The  New  York  Board  of  Rabbis  dedicated  the 
International  Synagogue  at  what  was  now  called  the  John  F.  Kennedy  Interna¬ 
tional  Airport  in  1967. 


(Above  left  is  the  original  sculpture,  dedicated  at  JFK  in  1972.  Above  right  is  a 
miniature  version  that  was  sold  to  collectors  in  1975.  The  miniature  is  about  a  foot 
in  height.) 

In  1970,  the  Joseph  Meyerhotf  foundation  commissioned  Chaim  Gross  to  pro¬ 
duce  panels  representing  the  Ten  Commandments  to  decorate  the  synagogue. 
These  were  dedicated  in  1972.  Each  bronze  panel  contains  a  Hebrew  letter 
(used  as  the  numerals  1  through  10)  and  a  semi-abstract  representation  of  the 
partHcular  commandment.  Miniature  versions  attached  to  walnut  tablets  with 
a  spring-loaded  catch  that  fits  into  a  groove  in  the  inside  rim  of  the  bar  were  also 
commis-isioned  by  the  Judaic  Heritage  Society  (JHS)  for  sale  to  the  public  for 
$650.  The  ten  32x47mm  irregular-shaped  bars  are  pure  silver  plated  in  rhodium 
and  platinum  with  24  karat  gold  highlights.  Each  bar  weighs  between  1.05  and 
1.17  Troy  ounces,  and  are  attached  to  the  wooden  base.  A  total  of  5735  sets 
(referring  to  the  Jewish  year  of  issue)  were  made.  Because  of  their  unique  design, 
these  are  the  only  JHS  medals  shown  by  Archie  Kidd  in  his  Indexed  Guide  Book 
of  Silver  Art  Bars  (fourth  and  fifth  editions).  The  airport  expanded  again  in 
1988  and  the  chapels  relocated  to  the  International  Arrivals  Building.  In  May, 
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2001  the  chapels  moved  to  the  new  Terminal  4,  where  they  are  today.  I  he  Ten 
Commandments  plaques  are  now  located  along  the  top  of  the  side  walls  of  the 
synagogue. 


Ihe  Sculpture  and  Medals 

A  book  describing  the  Ten  Commandments  sculpture  was  printed  in  August, 
1973  with  commentary  by  Rabbi  Israel  Mowshowitz,  which  is  an  invaluable  aid 
in  interpreting  the  artwork.  These  medals  were  probably  minted  in  1973  or  1974, 
a  time  of  a  minor  boom  in  medallic  art  thanks  to  rising  silver  prices.  Each  medal 
is  51mm  and  contains  around  91  grams  of  silver  (almost  2.7  Troy  ounces  of  pure 
silver).  The  edge  is  marked  CHARTER  EDITION  .925  STERLING  METAL 
ARTS  CO.  The  book  was  presented  by  the  Judaic  Heritage  Society,  which  spon¬ 
sored  a  number  of  medals  from  the  Franklin  Mint.  Metal  Arts  Company  still 
exists  in  Rochester,  New  York  but  stopped  striking  medals  in  2004.  They  now 
restrict  their  work  to  polishing  and  plating.  Part  Two  provides  a  description  of 
each  medal  along  with  a  photo  of  the  original  plaque. 


Each  medal  has  a  similar  reverse.  At  top  center  is  a  Hebrew  letter  Tiheh,  which 
stands  for  Dw  71  HaShem,  the  Name  of  God,  in  a  sunburst  frame  that  represents 
light  and  truth  radiating  out  from  God.  This  figure  was  on  the  doors  of  the  origi¬ 
nal  Ark  but  is  not  in  the  new  synagogue.  At  center  is  Chaim  Gross’  signature. 

At  top  is  the  legend  THE  TEN  COMMANDMENTS,  and  at  the  bottom  is  the 
inscription  identifying  the  number  of  the  commandment  on  the  obverse.

A-Round-the-World 

By  Ratuiy  Guberman 


Looking  back  through  time  and  depicted  in  the  64th  edition  of  The  Official  Red 
Book,  a  guide  to  U.S.  Coins,  on  page  34  are  the  British  New  World  issues,  first 
struck  in  1616  referred  to  as  Hogge  Money  or  Hoggies.  Interestingly  enough, 
they  were  broken  into  four  denominations.  There  was  the  shilling,  sixpence, 
threepence  and  twopence.  Surprisingly  enough,  today’s  money  or  coinage  is 
primarily  used  in  four  increments.  Although  most  of  us  are  aware  that  there  was 
the  Halt  Cent,  Large  Cent,  Small  Cent,  Two  cent  piece,  Three  cent  piece.  Nickel 
five  cent  piece,  halt  dimes,  dimes,  twenty  cent  pieces,  quarter  dollars,  half  dollars 
and  ot  course  silver  and  related  dollars.  By  the  way,  the  previously  mentioned 
coins  did  not  include  any  in  gold.  Today  people  complain  about  the  one  cent 
piece  and  think  it  should  be  eliminated  from  everyday  use.  Can  you  imagine  the 
other  12  coins  all  in  circulation  today?  So  what  is  the  point  of  my  short  history- 
lesson? 

Well,  for  one  thing  all  the  money  is  round.  So,  today  as  in  the  past,  many,  many 
countries  around  the  world  continue  to  make  money  or  coinage  similar  to  the 
U.S.  They  take  much  pride  in  announcing  proof  and  proof-like  coins  and  sets. 
Some  of  the  other  countries  are  Canada  Macao,  Vatican  City,  Great  Britain, 
Singapore,  Austria,  Cook  Islands  with  a  2-piece  set  commemorating  Elizabeth 
Taylor  (Her  first  acting  job  was  at  age  10  when  she  was  in  the  film  Lassie.  She  re¬ 
tired  in  2003.).  What  an  interesting  release  of  this  201 1  set.  One  .925  silver  coin 
is  25  grams  in  weight  and  38.61  mm  in  diameter.  The  other  is  the  same  diameter, 
a  copper  silver-plated  coin  weighing  27  grams. 

Other  countries  offering  silver  proof  coins  are  the  Netherlands,  France,  Lithu¬ 
ania,  Israel,  Portugal,  South  Africa,  Greece,  Japan,  the  Bahamas  and  at  least  25 
others.  All  the  above  mentioned  offerings  are  of  course,  'rounds,’  not  ingots. 

This  article  is  meant  to  elicit  some  response  as  to  why  in  the  late  1960s  and  early 
70s  ingots  became  popular!  Who  was  the  first  and  why?  WTiy  are  they  not  as 
popular  today  as  in  years  past?  Any  thoughts? 

May  your  purchases  be  many,  and  your  mistakes  be  few!
